| OUTLINED SOME 
| POTATO FACTS 


Manner of Treating Potatoes Be- 
fore Planting Suggested— How 
Disease May Be Carried 


| The degeneration potatoes or 
what is commonly spoken of as “run 
|ning out” is nothing mors than mant 
| festations Gisease, was the stand 
j taken by Dr G. R. Bisby, plant patho}- 
| Ogist, University of Manitoba, speak 
ing before the convention of potato 
growers at the University Wednesday 
Wvotato diseases, declared the epeaker, 
had never been fully understood, and 
their significance until recent years 
has nor been fully apprec ated, In 
order to fing varieties of potatoes that 
would be the most suitable to the con 
ditions existing in the Unitea 
and Canada, potatoes were int: 
from practically all countries of the 
world and grown side by side A 
large number of the varieties intro 
duced were diseased and ap a result 
the diseases have spread all over the 
country. 

Because of the fact that the disease 
germs are so smal! that they cannot 
be seen with the microscope, it was 
suppesed, the speaker remarkea, thet 
diseases of potatoes were only trang 
mittable through the tubers, but as a 
result of recent scientific investigation 
it hag been discovered that diseases 
can be spread from one potato pant] 
to another. Mosaic and leaf roll of 
potatoes, the speaker said, were In the 
Same class as foot and mouth and sim- 
ilar diseases in cattle. 

Diseases that affected the stem, 
and tuber, Dr, Bisby pointed out 
quite common in western Canada 
some parts of the west eome diseases 
were more prevalent than in other| 
parts, but they were found more or 
less in every section Mosaic, curly
